Organize the Union Again and Stand L'p 


For the Craft Says E. \V. Rodgers. 
Mr. Editor:—The carpenters of our city 


held a meeting Monday evening of this 
week for the purpose of.building up their 
organization. I, bavin;; been a spectator 
there, and having heard 
the 
different 


speakers on the occasion, and finding the 
carpenters were not in the condition they 
ought to be in regard to organization, I 
thought I might give a little advice, with- 
out ulving offence to any member of their 
craft, hence this article. I understand that 
a few years ago, there was in our city an 
organization of carpenters which was a 
credit to their craft. I understand tbat it 
was an institution in which every carpen- 
ter at that time felt a pride. 
Something 


crept into that orsanization, which ate out 
its vitals and caused it to fall. 


The ruins of that splendid institution 


are yet upon the ground, waiting for some- 
one to search among tbe srnolderine em- 
bers for tbe cause or causes of its destruct- 
ion. 
Dissension, tbat [destructive force 


which is as powerful in an organization, as 
all the engines of war can he, against a 
united people. 


They allowed themselves, if I understand 


the matter rightly to divide upon questions 
pertaining to their trade, which in my mind 
might have been amicably adjusted. 


But whatever was the cause or causes 


which brought down the last edifice they 
constructed,! would advise that when their 
nest meeting is held every carpenter iu 
Lowell and surrounding districts should 
attend and then and tbere search among 
the ruins which are yet before them, re- 
move the cause or causes of the destruction 
of their once grand 
organization, and 


upon its ruins build an institution which 
will not only be a credit to the present 
generation of that craft but will stand as a 
monument to their memory when other 
generations take up the work where it is 
laid down. 


I ask them to remember that every em- 


ployer of labor today who calls upon them 
to do any work is in some way or other 
protected by organizations. 


They may be termed master builders or 


anything else, but they are simply organ- 
ized capital prepared to dictate terms to 
disorganized labor. 


Let them remember that if yon rob the 


mariner on the high seas of the intelli- 
gent production of science, (the compass) 
and a storm comes down upon him at that 
time, he is at the mercy of the element; 
and not only that, when the storm cloud 
clear away, he is then at the mercy of hi: 
own knowledge, and is neither safe nor 
reliable. 


But if that product of scientific research- 


es was at hand, he would then be where 
the organized laborer is today, prepared to 
take his craft through the troubled waters 
of discontent, and drop anchor iu the port 
which both are seeking, tbe port of safety 
and prosperity. Carpenters arouse your- 
selves at the next meeting, go there in 
large numbers, and let intelligent action 
be the watchword.

communications," came up and received 
some very rough bundling. 


Senator Ha\vley, who ile.ilt the blows, 


said he would have preferred to have 
some member of the Democratic party iu 
the senate take the floor, for certainly the 
remarkable speech of Senator Allen of 
KfeUraskn ought not to be allo'ved to go 
forth to the country as representing, iu 
any degree, the views of the senate. 


He had been very much surprised and 


pained to hear that speech. There w»s 
not a. citizen of the United States who 
did not sympathize with thousands and 
thousands o£ poor people who were af- 
fected by the present business depression, 
and no one is supposed to restrict the con- 
stitutional rights of the people, but there 
had been circumstances arising within 
the last month or t« o which did not 
come under that category. 


-Many bodies of men were assembling in 


different parts of the country with the in- 
tention of marchiiiK upon Washington 
and making some kind of a demonstra- 
tion. They were to gather before the 
Capitol, where they would be addressed 
by their oratow, aud then they were to 
rb.irch bodily into the senate. 


Such a thing was without precedent, 


except when in colonial times a body of 
men, 
in New Hampshire, h.ul taken pos- 


session of the members of the legislature, 
and again, when the Gauls had marched 
into the Roman senate and had shaken 
the venerable beards of the senators. 


Senate Should Be Cautious. 


He wished to insist respectfully that the 


United States senate owed something to 
its own traditions and dignities. The 
house of representatives could take care 
of itself, but whatever the senate did or 
gaid in regard to the matter which might 
establish a precedent should be done, 
and thoughtfully an£ thoroughly. It was ' 
quite possible to maimge this business 
• 


quietly and firmly, so that it should pass 
away, and it was equally possible to so 
manage it as to make these pilgrimages a 
yearly occurrence. 


The senator from Nebraska, said Mr. 


Hawley, had referred to this army as the 
"people," and had said that they had a 
perfect right to come here and fill the 
galleries. 
Perhaps they had, but the 


senate had more accurate advices from 
the people than Mr. Coxey could give ua. 
The senate had advices regularly for 100 
years in the constitution and laws and 
the traditions and rules of the senate.

In conclusion, Mr. H%\vley said there 


were many other things in the remark- 
able speech of Mr. Allen which should be 
refuted, but he did not propose to do it. 
"1 am sorry to say," he said, "but I feel 
bound to say it, that the speech of the 
senator from Nebraska was such as would , 
be received with applause by a gang of ' 
anarchists, und it would not require a 
microscope to discover in it the microbes ' 
and baccilli of anarchism."

claiming recognition, but at this moment ' 
tne Lour for taking up the tariff bill had 
arrived, und the resolution went over.

for all organized bodies of laboring people 
who may come within the dUtrict, and 
to see that their rights as citizens are re- 
spected and protected during their stay 
here.

thnt the reported appro.ich to Washing- 
ton of large numbers of unemployed peo- 
ple for the purpose of laying before the 
government their views 0:1 the economic 
depression, and to suggest remedies there- 
for; 
that it is the duty of the govern- 


ment to maintain poaie and to respect 
and protect the richt* of citizens, and 
that peace, order and 20o.llvT.il can l>e-t be 
secured and observed by concessions and 
recognition by the government as well 
as by individuals of the rights of citizens 
and by extending all possible aid to them 
in their endeavors to secure such redress 
as they may consider themselves entitled 
to.

Of his performr 
anoea we are told that, o-voiding the noisy 
and monotonous sound of the drum, he 
raised the exercise of. beating iti to amusie- 
al art by playing at one time on 15 sur- 
rounding and different toned drumE, in as 
soft and harmonious style, forming in ef- 
fect a novel and complete instrument.

If the spirit of anarchism spreaiis, und 


the recipes for making safe bombs become 
a liHlo more widely known, we may yet 
be able to set the discovery of high explo- 
sives against the discovery of chloroform, 
and to doubt whether scientific research 
does, on the whole, more evil or more good. 
In truth, it does neither, knowledge being 
neither more nor less than a forco which 
produces good or evil, according to the 
character—which is not material—of tho 
man who possesses it. The modern notion 
that knowledge has in itself something di- 
vine is as false us tho ancient notion that 
it has in itself something diabolic. You 
can rob by the aid <J$ chloroform as well as 
relieve pain. There are whole brunches of 
knowledge tho diffusion of which would 
almost certainly produce pure evil. 


Household murder, for instance, would 


be- far mow common if all men and wom- 
en knew what a few physicians know 
about the really dangerous poisons- -were 
aware, for instance, that there is a drug 
procurable in almost every field which 
simulates tiie effect of one common vari- 
ety of heart disease, the suspension of vi- 
tality through an»mia. 
And suicido, 


which, whether it id a crime or not, is cer- 
tainly a great evil, would be multiplied 
tenfold if every one knew how it is pos- 
sible to terminate life instantaneously and 
painlessly through means which no law 
against poisons will over touch, and which 
can bo obtained in every street. There are 
t»o means in existence of keoplug such 
facts, when once generally known, from 
tho knowledge of tho bad, and It is they, 
and not the good, Who-Will want to uso 
them. 


Tho world Indeed may one day, and at 


no very distant period, have awful evi- 
dence of the truth of the theory that 
knowledge 5s only a weapon neither bad 
nor good. It is most probable, it is nearly 
certain, that means of destroying life ono 
vast scale, either by the niultiplication of 
existing forces—the maxim gun—or by tho 
Use of asphyxiating shells, or, aa halt a 
dozen novelists have already suggested, by 
explosives directed from aerial machines, 
will bo discovered and eagerly utilized by 
the able men who in every country are 
striving to "improve" material of war. 


No possible precaution would keep such 


processes secret for long, and they may 
fall into the hands of tho Chinese, tho 
Arabs or of the anarchists, with, us result, 
Cither the subjugation of the world or its 
partial depopulation. It would be an aw- 
ful illustration of that irony of fate which 
sometimes seems to preside over the desti- 
nies of men if science killed civilization, 
but that la by no meims one of the impos- 
sible occurrences.—London Spectator.

is near the boiling point, it is pourod into 
bottles and the oil added at that time 
Tho nearer the liquid is to the boiling 
point at the time the oil is Applied thi 
better it will mix. Corked in bottles, i 
can be kept fof nse. It is said that many 
of tho insecticides advertised for amateul 
flower growers are made in this way, 
preparations being occasionally voiied, 
and where it.can be bought cheaply it ie 
often better to get it in that way than to 
go to the trouble of making it one's self. 
Sometimes the material obtained in this 
way may be diluted further by water, 
but it is impossible to give exact direc- 
tions in these cases. Those who try them 
must watch results and learn a littlo 
from their own experience.

In th"si 
duels the sword is always used, and tho 
slightest scratch oil tho bander tho ami— 
which are tho localities usually soralohed 
—signalizes tho end of Uio game and au- 
thorizes tho duelists to sheatho their woup- 
OUB and go somowhere to dinner together.

Ordi- 
nary vinegar will kill every germ in a cul- 
ture in'about 16 minutes, and venter, 
treated to its own volume of red or whlto 
wine, will render them harmless. Tho 
reason these substances are not a specific 
against their action in the system is be- 
cause we possess no means of getting them 
to such parts of tho intestine as they at- 
tack.

Bubstnnr'es In the Ear or Noso. 


Children very often put such things as 


peas, beads or cherry stones into their noses 
or ears. If they have only just put tho 
eubfctanc" infiiclc the nose or ear, it is easy 
to remove it, but should it be puslipd tight- 
ly in there is always a good deal of diffi- 
culty in getting It out, and it is very un- 
wise to attempt it, as specially slmpcfl in- 
struments may be necessary, and even 
chloroform may have to be administered- 
Every unsuccessful attempt pushes the 
BUbstarice farther in and increases tho risk 
and trouble in finally removing it. When 
anything geta into the ear, turn tho head 
on oils side, with that ear undermost, and 
if a few goutlo taps on ihe head do not 
dislodge tho body do not make any fur- 
ther efforts, but take tho child to a doctor.

Most (if us who are blessed, or burdened, 
with imagination.!! have shared nt'mumnuls 
In tlio curious fear of that smooth, shining 
Bliect of gin."'-, which Kcems to hold within 
itself soniu power mysterious and malign. 
By daylimo it is commonplace enough 
and lends itself witli fucilo c;iso to tho 
cheerful and homely iiuturo of its sur- 
roundings. Hut at dusk, at night, by 
lamplight or under the white, insinuating 
moonbeams, the mirror assumes a distinct- 
ive and uncanny clmraetL-r of Its own. 
Then it is that it reflects that which we 
shrink from seeing. Then it is that our 
own eyes meet us with uu uuiiuturul staro

Cuuuol rjnrurul. 


. "Tho offer of a prize In a- magazine for 
something now and sclentlflciiliy valuable 
In regard to gruvlbil Ion forcibly suggests 
tho limits of our knowledge In thla direc- 
tion. 
There aro no effects In nature with 


which we are more familiar than those of 
gravitation, but this causo of gravitation 
la entirely unknown to us, Tho general 
attraction between musses which wo des- 
ignate us gravitation is universally recog- 
nized, the laws under which it acts are 
well known, but we are entirely Ignorant 
of the means of Its action. Wodo notovon 
know whether the attraction is resident In 
the masaea themselves or In some medium 
which surrounds Uiem," writes Colonel S 
E. Tinman. 


"Wo know that Newton himself pro- 


nouuenl us absurd tho idea that matter 
could net at a distance, through vacuous 
space, upon other matter. lie looked to u 
universally diffused medium for the mech- 
anism of gravitation. Ho showed that if 
thu pressure of this inrttlum increased us 
wo recede from dead bodies according ton 
certain rato tho hiw of gravitation would 
result. Ho was unable to suggest H71 ex- 
planation for tho supposed variation In 
pressure of tho medium, and accordingly 
left the cause of gravitation untouched. 


"Lo Sage, the Swiss philosopher, at- 


tempted to fix a causo for gravitation by 
assuming space to be filled with innumer- 
able atoms flying In all directions. These 
atoms ho called ultra mundane, because 
ho supposed them to come from tho outer 
universe. A single body would be bom- 
barded by tlicso atoms equally on all sldeB, 
but two or more bodies would partially 
screen each other, so that the bombord"- 
mciit would bo less on tho sides of each 
body next to the other and greater on tho 
sides farther away. Consequently the bod- 
ies would be forced toward each other by 
the excess of bombardment oil their outer 
sides. Under this hypothesis the corpus- 
cular poundlne necessary to produce tho 
gravitation effects of mutter Is EO great 
that tho entire planetary system vwmld bo 
melted from the excessive heat produced. 
Hooke, tho contemporary of Newton, at- 
tempted to assign tho cause of gravita- 
tion to waves propagated In tho surround- 
ing medium. It bos since been shown that 
in fluid motion the average pressure Is 
least where the average motion is greatest, 
so that bodies immersed in the fluid would 
. bo drawn toward the center of gravitation- 
Sir William Thomson, by making certain 
assumptions in regard to the medium of 
space and some very highly improbable 
suppositions in regard to matter, -was en- 
abled to deduce from them ono-of the laws 
of gravitation. 


"Tho above may be said to bo the only 


hypotheses which mako any advance to- 
ward tho explanation of gravitation. 01 
these that of Le Suge is tho only one Buffl- 
cieutly devoldpcd to be oven discussed. We 
have 1-liB high authority of the late Pro- 
fessor J. Clerk Maxwell for tho statement 
that the progress toward solution of tho 
problem has been almost Imperceptible 
since the time of Newton. Ho also says 
that the science p^roducing value of tho ef- 
forts made to answer tho question Is not 
to bo measured by the prospect they afford 
of ultimately yielding a solution, but by 
the effect in stimulating Investigations ol 
nature."—Chicago Tribune.

On Aug. 10, 1793, when tho Jucohlns 


dictated their terms at Purls for u nntlon- 
nl convention, Lafayette, who was in com- 
mand of the nniiyof tho frontier, and sev- 
eral o( his gcnerul ofllcorn quitted tho 
French army In disgust. They wore seized 
by the king of -Prussia, from him trans- 
ferred to tho custody of Austria, and long 
conduce! In the castlo of Olmntz In Moru- 
vlu. 


Although each of the prisoners wns kept 


Bolitnry, yot their no artmen ta were so ar- 
ranged that thoy were all within hearing 
of each other when standing ut thn win- 
dows of their respective chumbors. To Im- 
prove thla advantage they thought of tho 
following plum Thero wns ut Paris a 
number of tunes called ''Airs of tho Ponb 
Neuf," or those popular balladu that were 
sung ut the corners of tlio Htrootguad other 
public places. The words belonging to 
thoso nlrs wore so well known tlmt to strike 
up u few of the notespwas to recall to mem- 
ory tho words that accompanied them. 


By this nieaus the captives at Olinutz 


gradually composed for theniflelves'avoeal 
vocabulary, by whistling thcso notes at 
their windows, and this vocabulary, after 
a short time, became Bo complete and ertn 
comprehensive, that two or three notes 
from each ulr formed their alphabet and 
offeotcd their Intercourse. By this means 
they communicated news to each other 
concerning their families, tlio progress of 
the war, etc., and when by gpod fortune 
ono of them hud procured u gazette ho 
whistled the contontg^of It to Ids portuora 
In captivity. 


- Tho commandant gf tho fortress was 
constantly Informed of these unaccounta- 
ble- concerts. Ho listened, lo sel spies, but 
the whole thing being a language of con- 
vention the most practiccO. musician 
would have failed in detecting the inten- 
tion, and real oipres'slon of the notes heard. 
In vain #oa whistling prohibited, and at 
length the "Austrian offlccji, weary of con- 
jecture, interposed no further to prevent 
what ho could not comprehend.

When ready for tho fac- 
ings, turn down both sides of tho front 
about a quarter of an inch on tho «ido for 
the eyes, and about half an inch on tho 
side for the hooks, and baste It. Sew on 
the hooks and eyes evenly, through tho 
little rings and (Uso over the sides to hold 
them linn. You need not break olT tho 
thread every time, but curry It from ouo 
to another. 
When this is done, cut tho 


facings, and overcast thorn across the eyes 
and under (lie hooks. In this way honks 
and eyes aro both covered, except the little 
part that iH needed.
